German school children were often asked by Russian girls for illustrated 
papers from Germany* They knew the difference between East German and Vest 
Gern&n papers: declaring the former to be the "same as our own" they said 
they were interested in papers with pictures, for instance, of the (then,) 
Princess Elizabeth, Princess Margaret and other pictures of that typo. They 
were also avid for literature enjoyed by adolescent girls; there seemed to 
be a dearth if not complete lack of such light novels in the USSR. 

One of the German girls refused, at school, . to read from a book which 
dealt with •partisan warfare and atrocities committed by the Germans in the 
USSR* She said she considered it as insulting to her fatherland* After at 
first creating an upheaval, the incident had no further consequences. 

o) Political, and MGB. 

Apart from being invited to take part in the 1 May and 7 November 
demonstrations there was never any at temp t on the part of the Soviet author- 
ities at influencing the Germans politically* On the other hand it is 
possible that the intorpreters/escorts had the task of sounding the Germans 
for their political views, for they would frequently broach political 
subjects. Generally the - Germans were careful not to commit themselves, 
and they also instructed their ‘ children accordingly. Then one of the 
schoolmis tresses inquired of the German children whether the reception of 
pju g broadcasts was good on the radio sets of their parents (the reception 
on her own set being very poor) she got no response* The same school- 
mistress also became aware of the Germans' o change of. letters with their 
neighbours via the school chiiaren mentioned in para 4(a) above, and she 25X1 
caused the letters to be given up' to her. 
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Sometime in 1949 both foreman fitter DETTKE and fitter NiTHaUS ire re 
O&lled to the 33 of the MSB, following a failure at the testing of the Y&ItfSt 
machinery. They were accused of sabotage in that, prior to being sent to 
LENINGRAD, they, had not exercised sufficient care when sent to the Maschinen- 
fabrik 170LF in BUCKitU (MAGDEBURG-) and the submarine components factory 
SCHlMaKN in LEIPZIG respectively for the purpose of accepting parts for the 
MUTER machinery. The tests had shown that the parts concerned were not 25X1 
absolutely stainless as they were supposed to be.
